Triors Penalty Phase 


Is Drawing To A Close

As distant church bells peeled 
out the noon hour today, a grim­ 
faced jury took into its hands 
the life or death decision for 
convicted murderers Robert Lee 
Jones and John Lee King. 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson had 
completed 19-minute instructions 
to the Marin Superior Court 
jury in the penalty phase of the 
Donald G. Corbett Jr. murder 
trial, and at the moment he 
directed the six-man and six- 
woman jury to its deliberation, 
the bells of St. Raphael’s Church 
began tolling the 12 strokes for 
the hour. 


LIVE OR DIE 
The jury is not to speculate of 
and when the defendants might 
be 
paroled, 
admonished 
the 
judge, in event it seeks a life 
sentence rather than a verdict 
of death in the gas chamber. 
The decision, he said, must be 
restricted solely to whether the 
defendants shall live or die. The 
California Adult Authority alone 
has the responsibility for ad­ 
judging parole possibilities. 
The brief instructions followed 
approximate 30-minute closing 
arguments by Dist. Atty. Bruce 
B. Bales; Thomas P. Boyd, rep­ 
resenting Jones, and Peter Allen 
Smith for King. 
The two defendants were con­ 
victed July 21 of first degree 
m urder of Corbett in his Sausa- 
lito apartm ent on March 27. The 
penalty phase of the trial began 
a week ago today. 


‘SENSELESS CRIME’ 
In asking a death penalty for 
both defendants, Bales said it 
did not m atter which man act­ 
ually wielded the icepick death 
weapon. “ It was a senseless, 
useless killing, any way you 
look at it,” he said. 
Why did the men kill? asked 
Bales. “ I believe the answers 
were given by the so-called ex­ 
perts that these defendants are 


sociopaths. They have no con­ 
science . . . They take what 
they want when they want it.” 
A psychiatrist each for Jones 
and King testified yesterday the 
men have definite rehabilitation 
potentials. 
Bales also struck out at the 
courtroom scene of reunion yes­ 
terday between Jones and his 
mother, Mrs. Carl H. Jones of 
Baltimore, Md. He urged the 
jury not to forget that Corbett 
is no longer alive to reunite in 
any courtroom with his rela­ 
tives. and that the victim ’s 7- 
year-old daughter in Tucson. 
Ariz., was not brought by the 
prosecution to the trial. 
In his case for a gas chamber 
verdict, he declared, “ I appreci­ 
ate it is a grim task, if you peo­ 
ple don’t do it, there is no one 
else to do it.” 
Emotional 
highlight 
of 
the 
arguments resulted with reading 
aloud by Boyd of a letter sent 
July 22 by Jones to his former 
girl friend, Mrs. Arlene Walsh, 
now of Fairfield. The letter told 
Mrs. Walsh, who testified during 
the trial, she was “the only good 
thing that ever happened” to 
Jones. 
“ I tried telling you several 
times of my past, but I just 
couldn’t hurt you or involve you 
in my problems,”. Jones wrote. 
“ . . . You gave me more in a 
week than I have had in a life­ 
time. When one truly loves for 
the first time, he is as old or as 
young as the one who returns 
that love.” 
At close of reading the letter, 
Boyd clasped the right shoulder 
of Jones, pleading against a 
death penalty. “ Let’s not further 
debase society,” he urged. “ Be­ 
sides that, let’s temper justice 
with mercy and let these men 
live.” 
The death penalty, he said, 
j “ brutalizes society” and is “ an

Of Check And Baker

WASHINGTON—Most of the 
men on President Lyndon B 
Johnson’s list of vice presiden­ 
tial possibilities can bite their 
nails in the privacy of their ex­ 
ecutive offices as the decision on 
the Democratic running mate 
draws closer. 
But the two Senators on this 
magic and constantly fluctuating 
list—the two Minnesotans. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey and Eugene M o 
, Carthy—are the subjects of in­ 
tense scrutiny as they go about 
their work 
in 
the legislative 
arena. 
Wearing carefully casual busi- 
ness-as-usual miens, both openly 
admit that they'd like the job, 
but insist that no one runs for 
I vice president. As Senator Mc­ 
Carthy puts it, “ there is only 
one delegate to the vice presi­ 
dential nominating convention— 
the presidential candidate.” 
Still, just being contenders puts 
them in a new light, and their 
unique situation of being from 
the same state makes the rival­ 
ry more titillating. Capitol vis­ 
itors from everywhere recognize 
them, ask for autographs and 
stop to shake their hands. When 
they rise to speak on the Senate 
floor, there is a buzzing denoting 
special interest among specta­ 
tors. who watch the performance 
of these two with a critical eye 
not accorded non-contenders. 
On the surface their daily rou­ 
tine is scarcely affected by their 
new 
prominence. 
Humphrey, 
whip, is busy with all legislation 
before the Senate, and is using 
his influence with house mem­ 
bers to drum up support for the 
poverty bill on that side of the 
capital. 
McCarthy, running for re-elec­ 
tion in Minnesota, is concentrat­ 
ing on such grass-roots issues as 
a bill governing beef imports, 
the kind of legislation Minnesota 
farmers understand. 


LBJ STILL

WASHINGTON - Medical sn- 
entists arc being urged to study 
the inhabitants of the world’s 
few remaining primitive socie 
ties b ef or e civilization wipes 
them out. 
Many of th. se isolated com­ 
munities are threatened with 
“ immediate disintegration” of 
their eulture, says the United 
Nations’ World Health Organi­ 
zation «WHO 
Unless sc i«*ntists move quickly 
they will lose forever the chince 
to s tudy how heredity affects 
and is affected by disease how 
heredity affects birth and death ) 
rates. The scientists also should 
be on hand to observe the en­ 
croachment of civilization and 
watch for the appearance of new ( 
diseases resulting from contacts j 
with advanced cultures and see 
how breeding with outsiders af­ 
fects life span and health. 


“ This presents a challenge 
to biomedical scientists which 
has an urgency and import­ 
ance quite out of proportion to 
the relatively small number 
of 
people 
involved 
or 
the 
health problems concerned,” 
the agency says in a new re­ 
port. 


These small groups include 
the Thule Eskimos, the northern­ 
most group of people in the 
world; the Guayaki, hunters who 
roam the forests of eastern 
Paraguay; the central African 
| Pygmies; the fast disappearing 
Onges of an area called Little 
Andaman in Asia; the aborigines 
of Australia, and the 200 inhabi- 
, tants of Nuguria. a Micronesian 
island in the .South Pacific. The 
report names about 50 groups 
in all. 
Some natives are resistant to 
cancer, others to heart disease. 
The teeth of some never decay. 
Most are susceptible to diseases 
unknown in the west. Chronic 
diseases such as arthritis strike 
some cultures but not others. 
Medical scientists would like 
explanations to tiiese and other 
phenomena so that they can 
understand more deeply why

San Francisco Printer 
Strike Nears Solution 


SAN FRANCISCO ,4* - The 
11-month printers’ strike in San 
Francisco neared its end today 
as all sides gathered in a meet* 
ing called to agree on a basis 
for settlement. 


Mayor John F Shelley got the 
sides together yesterday as 
fighting around printing plants 
started for the third day. After 
more than five hours of talks. 
Shelley announced the agree­ 
ment without disclosing its de­ 
tails. 


A court order had limited 
pickets from the International 
Typographical U n i o n to six 
around any one of the 14 plants 
struck. But sympathy pickets 
from the Teamster’s and other 
unions gathered around two of 
the plants and fights broke out. 


Within one hour of Shelley’s 
announcement, there were only 
seven pickets around Phillips 
and Van Orden. a printing firm 
at Fourth and Berry Streets, 
and scene of two days of fighting

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Loss Of Gold 
Nol Worry It 


Was Year Ago 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK <*l — The big­ 
gest loss of U.S. gold in a year 
points up the troublesome fact 
that the battle of the deficits 
still isn’t won. But the dollar's 
name is so good now that the 
) 70-miilion dollai gold drain in 
June, reported this week by the 
Federal Reserve Board, doesn't 
worry the money managers the 
way it. would have a year ago. 
Instead, most of the worry 
now is concentrated on still an­ 
other crisis building up for the 
British pound sterling, And fi­ 
nancial circles here as well as 
abroad wait anxiously to sec if 
the Bank of England will prop 
the pound by raising interest 
rates again. 


IDLE DOLLARS 


This would add to America's 
¡deficit problem by tempting in­ 
vestors with idle dollars to ship- 
them abroad to get higher yields 
than available here. 
The American problem is that 
despite a surplus of exports over 
imports, the total outflow of 
dollars continues greater than 
the inflow. Last year the loss 
was 3.3 billion dollars. 
S3, far 
this year the deficit is estimated 
to have been cut to an annual 
rate of around 2 billion dollars. 
In terms of gold this means 
that as these surplus dollars pile 
up abroad some of them can be 
turned in to the U.S. Treasury 
for gold, and our reserves drop. 
The latest figures on this offi­ 
cial reserve put it at 15.46 bil­ 
lion dollars, down only slightly 
from the year ago figure of 15.63 
billion dollars. 


LOSS IN JUNE 


The June loss of 70 million 
dollars was in a special ex­ 
change stabilization fund, un- 
rrported in the official reserve 
figures. This special fund can 
draw on the official reserve 
when necessary, but its main 
purpose is to prevent wi de 
swings cither way in the value 
of the dollar in terms of other 
currencies as international pay­ 
ments vary from 
month to 
month. 
Gold losses of the fund this 
year have been 56 million dol­ 
lars in January, 22 million dol­ 
lars in February, 34 million dol­ 
lars in May and 70 million in 
•June. But the fund gained by an 
inflow of 32 million dollars in 
gold in March and 177 million 
in April.

State Aide Says Problem 
Must Get County Attention

It is not possible to achieve 
de-segregation or integration in 
the Sausalito 
School 
District 
with the present population pat­ 
tern, Wilson C. Riles told the 
school board last night in a re­ 
port on the district's ethnic prob­ 
lems. 
Riles, executive secretary of 
the State Department of Fdu- 
caiton's commission 
on 
equal 
opportunities in education, said 
racial imbalance exists in the 
district, 
that 98 per cent of 
Marin's Negroes live in Marin 
City, that something should be 
done—preferably soon-or prob­ 
lems will increase. 
It is a county problem, said 
Riles, not just a Sausalito School 
District problem. 
Members of an audience of 
about 
150 
people 
at Bayside 
School reflected a strong sense 
of urgency by their questions. | 
Mrs. Magda Cregg of Mill Val­ 
iev asked if Mill Valley School j 
District could receive 
average 
daily attendance money from 
the Sausalito District assuming 
there are parents in Marin City 
willing to send their children to 
Mill Valley for schooling. She 
was told yes. 
“ Is the board going to appoint 
a committee?” asked John F. 
Gardenhire of San Rafael. 
“ I 
expect the board to say it's a 
jolly report 
and 
then do no­ 
thing.” 
Edward W. Moose, represent­ 
ing Oak Knolls of Marin, devel­ 
opers in Marin City, asked Riles 
to comment on the possibility of 
detaching Manzanita School at 
Marin City from the Sausalito 
district and incorporating it with 
another school district. 


Riles, all smiles, said 
“ This 
Is a difficult question to answer 
. . . I would rather answer the 
question of whether, in view of 
the fact that racial imbalance 
cannot be corrected in the sit­ 
uation as it now exists, some 
scheme should be supported that 
would allow 
for 
greater flex­ 
ibility. My answer to this would 
say I would encourage that some 
scheme be developed. It might 
be unification 
or 
transfer of 
students. 


“ I think we have to look at 
the other end of the scale also,” 
said Riles, who is a Negro, “ and 
not just that of the minority. 


“ Any child in this world, in 
this day, that grows up in a 
segregated situation, whether he 
is white or black, is not getting 
a good education. I'm cognizant 
of the interest here of the many 
who spoke tonight on 
wanting 
something done in the Sausalito 


district. But how many of you 
will go to Ross and Reed and 
Mill \ alley and make this some 
point—not for the Negro children 
but for the Caucasian children 
and a s k what they are doing to 
integrate the all white situation 
they have'’ And, until you do this 
in .Marin County, you are not 
going to solve any problerqs.” 
Harold L. Sleight, president of 
the Sausalito board, said the 15- 
page report will be 
evaluated 
and the board plans to take ac­ 
tion at its 
meeting 
Aug. 17. 
Other trustees made 
no com­ 
ment. 
Riles first explained in his re­ 
port the special problems of the 
Sausalito district. 
First, he said, 
it comprises 
three separate areas; the City 
of Sausalito, Marin City and the 
military fort area, each posing 
different educational problems. 
Sausalito, a city of 6,100. is 
gaining population 
but losing 
pupils, while Marin City, with 
about 1,500, is losing population 
but gaining pupils. During fis­ 
cal 196.1-64 
Sausalito 
had 396 
pupils in the 
district, 
Marin 
City 470, and the forts, 175. 
Racial 
composition 
of 
the 
schools are as follows: 
Central 
and Bayside schools, 324 Caucas­ 
ians. 40 non-caucasions; Man­ 
zanita. 19 Caucasians 
and 250 
n on- Caucasians; 
Richardson 
Bay, 
207 Caucasians 
and 201 
non Caucasians. 
Conclusions of the report are: 
1. Racial imbalance exists. 
2. Because of the high percent­ 
age of non-white pupils in the 
district,

achieve an ideal ethnic balance 
in each school. 
3. The staff found no evidence

Fine Deer Hunting Is Forecast 


In Aug. 8-Sept. 20 Coast Season 


Because so many of my readers 
are anticipating a good deer hunt this 
year, and may have difficulty in gel* 
ecting the area to try their luck.

SAN MATEO. SANTA CRUZ-

Hints In Using 


Spray Starches 


If you’re having trouble using 
spray starches, here are some 
helpful hints from home econ­ 
omists at the University of Illi­ 
nois: 
Shake the can vigorously be­ 
fore each use 
Protect the ironing board cov­ 
er and any nearby furniture It’s 
difficult to keep the spray in a 
small area. 


If the can has been standing 
without use for more than a day, 
spray the first hurst of starch 
into the sink. 
Clean the soleplate of your 
iron often so the starch will not 
scorch on the iron.

Your Turn Is Coming To 
Get Smog Control Device 


Up till now, the controversy over 
smog control devices on automobiles 
has 
touched 
only those 
who 
have 
bought or sold a used car in the recent 
past. 
You cannot get a used car registered 
to a new owner until it has an approved 
smog suppression device. 
New automobiles, starling in 1961, 
have come equipped with required de­ 
vices and. unless they gave trouble, 
their purchasers haven’t come face to- 
face with the exhorbitant costs and 
problems that seem to afflict the sec­ 
ond hand car purchaser. 
But this is going to change. 
About five months from now-—Jan. 
1, 1965—every auto in California will 
be required to have one of the devices. 
If you own a car older than a 1961 
model, you will have to have the de­ 
vice installed and you, too, will come 
face-to-face with the problem. 
What, exactly, is the problem? 
In the first place, you will probably 


pay substantially more than the device 
is worth to acquire it and have it in­ 
stalled. 
Next, you may find that your car 
thereafter will develop all sorts of 
nc\U troubles that produce a steady 
stream of garage bills, as well as re­ 
sulting in lowered performance. 
W hat can be done about this? 
In our opinion it is a matter the leg­ 
islature should have been looking into 
long before now. 
Some legislative committee should 
investigate the reams of conflicting 
testimony concerning the efficacy of 
these required devices. 
If they are as useless and trouble­ 
some as they seem, the operation of 
the law should be suspended until 
proper devices are developed. 
We hope our legislators are not be­ 
ing sweet-talked out of conducting a 
thorough investigation — sweet-talked 
by state smog control board bureau­ 
crats.

Acting within not only its 


rights hut in its jurisdiction as 


previously mandated by the 


legislature, the highway com ­ 


mission will consider the route 


and is prepared eventually to 


construct the freeway, wnich, 
from all indications, will g a e 
the people of the north vcstern 
part of the Mate a modern 
road to replace the old, nar­ 
row, winding and dangerous 


HOWEVER. THE complaints 
were not long in starting when 
it became known that the high­ 
way commission intended to 
"desecrate” the state park. Ot 
course, 
the 
park 
is 
.‘airly 
large, and one freeway more 
or less through it would in a 
m atter of time fail to he no­ 
ticed 
Such 
a 
freeway, 
of 
course, would give the public 
easier access to the recreation 
area and provide for its fuller 
use by the 17 million people in 
the state.

Z Berg committee, 


which has no jurisdiction over 


highway routes in California

Should the California elec­ 
torate vote "y es” on the Initia­ 
tive Measure the result will he 
that the Rumford Fair Housing 
Act of 1963 will he nullified and 
future State legislation in this 
field will he thwarted.

true by quickly selling out to 
profiteering realtors. 


For example, a Negro pro­

in 
Cleveland. Ohio, several years 
ago. Although some white fam ­ 
ilies became convinced that 
the neighborhood 
would 
im­ 
minently become all Negro, 
others had no such fear. The 
latter white 
families placed 
signs on their

read. "Our houses are not for 
sale.”

Supreme Court Gives Boost To 


Protection Of Individual Rights 


WASHINGTON (# - In two 
tremendous pre-vacation deci­ 
sions, 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
broadened its protection of in­ 
dividuals against self-incnrru- 
nation when in trouble with 
either the federal or state gov­ 
ernments. 
It ruled: 
1. The Constitution's Filth 
Amendment protection—that a 
witness can refuse to give evi­ 
dence he fears might incrimi­ 
nate him 
applies to both state 
and federal proceedings. 
2. Testimony of a witness 
promised immunity from pros­ 
ecution by a state if he will 
testify in a state court cannot 
then be used to prosecute him 
in a federal court, and vice 
versa. 
The 
Constitution’s 
Bill 
of 
Rights adopted in 1791—includ­ 
ing the Fifth Amendment—had 
been 
insisted upon by t h e 
states as protection for them 
and their citizens against the 
powerful, central, federal gov­ 
ernment. 


FOR MORE Til \ \ inn years 
the Supreme Court reasoned 
this Bill of Rights applied to 
the federal government only, 
not to the states, although the 
14th 
Amendment 
had 
been 
added to the Constitution in 
1868. 
This 
amendment, 
adopted 
three 
years after 
the Civil 
War, was intended to protect 
citizens, at that time particu­ 
larly Negroes, from encroach­ 
ment on their constitutional 
rights by the states. 
It said in part: "No state 
shall m ake or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privi­ 
leges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States; nor shall 
any state deprive any person 
of 
life, 
liberty or 
property 
without due process of law.” 
IN SHORT, national citizen­ 
ship was paramount to state 
citizenship. 
Eventually 
but 
slowly the court began to over­ 
lap the 14th Amendment with 


parts of the Bill of Rights to 
protect citizens from unconsti­ 
tutional state actions. 
But 
as 
late 
as 
1947 
the 
court 
was 
ruling 
that 
the 
Fifth A mendment’s protection 
against self-incrimination ap­ 
plied only to witnesses in fed­ 
eral proceedings, not to those 
in states. 
States, therefore, 
could suit themselves in this 
field. 
On 
Monday the court re­ 
versed itself, cutting a new 
path, with a neat overlapping 
of the Fifth and 14th A m end­ 
ments. 
Justice 
William 
J. 
Brennan 
wrote 
the 
court's 
opinion, 


IT SAID A WITNESS who 
balks at 
incriminating him­ 
self in state proceedings can 
invoke the protection of the 
Fifth Amendment. 


Brennan noted that the court 
had gradually been leading up 
to 
this 
historic 
point 
ever 
since the 1930s in a series of 
decisions which ruled out con­ 
viction of persons who had 
been coerced into confessing 
crimes. 
All this links up with some­ 
thing else which has been one 
of the oddities of the American 
legal system. This involves a 
man who might have commit­ 
ted both a state and federal 
offense. 


FOR SOME REASON of its 
own a state, perhaps to nail 
down some other offenders, 
could promise him immunity 
against prosecution in a state 
court if he testified. But the 
federal court, which had prom ­ 
ised him nothing, could then 
use his state court testimony 
to prosecute him in a federal 
court. 
Justice Arthur J. Goldberg 
wrote the opinion which said 
there is no justification for 
permitting a m an to he prose­ 
cuted 
for 
giving 
testimony 
which was supposed to- make 
him immune to prosecution.

Before Protesting Marin Taxes 


TAXPAYERS WHO appear 
before the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors to protest their 
property tax assessments can 
save a lot of breath if they 
check the ground rules before 
launching a tirade. 


The rules, set forth in a lit­ 
tle pink pamphlet, indicate it 
will do the taxpayer no good 
to talk about the amount of 
his taxes, his ability to pay, 
hardship resulting from the 
taxes or the manner in which 
tax funds are spent. 


TRUE, 
THE 
TAXPAYER 
can get a lot off his chest in 
these areas, but he won’t get 
a cent off his taxes. 
The only thing that counts 
Is whether he can prove that 
his assessment is unfair, and 
the supervisors start the hear­ 
ing with the assumption that 
It is fair.

But a system of 
political consultations and coor­ 
dination will also be developed 
through frequent meetings — at 
least three times a year at the 
foreign ministers level. 


This will enable the three 


allied governments to concert 
their policies outside CENTO 
and, when necessary, to run 
their own show. 


High officials of the three 
countries have given assurances 
that the new union will not be 
anti-CENTO. 
But Ayub Khan, 
when here, did not conceal the 
fact that the main purpose in 
establishing such a Moslem link 
was to present an appearance of 
not being dependent on the 
West, but to the rest of the Mid­ 
dle East, and thus to attract 
other nations in the area which 
are allergic to Western inilu- 
ence. He mentioned Afghanistan 
as a probable joiner, based on 
his recent talks in Kabul. 
Pakistan's president made it 
clear that since neither the 
United States nor other Western 
countries are behind the new 
grouping, the Arab countries 
have no reason to hesitate in 
joining it. “ Our doors are wide 
open to them,” he said. 
Many Turks are having some 
second thoughts about the new 
union, however. One fear which 
has been expressed in the press 
is that the new Moslem link may 
encourage religious reactionary 
elements in this country “ to turn 
their 
eyes 
to 
the 
Islamic 
Orient,” whereas one of the 
basic principles of modern, sec­ 
ular Turkey is “ Westernization ” 
President Ayub's emphasis on 
the religious basis of the new 
tie has displeased many pro­ 
gressive 
Turks. 
The 
leading 
“ Milliyet,” for instance, wrote: 


“ The Turkey of Ataturk can­ 
not look on the new grouping 
as a political movement based 
on religious unity. This lecu- 
lar country sees international 
relations from a different an­ 
gle than Pakistan.

Proponents countered yester­ 
day. distributing with the Loma 
Verde News a circular advocat­ 
ing the annexation. 


Circulation of petitions them­ 
selves is to begin tomorrow. 
Next Monday at 8 p.m., Novato 
city officials will discuss advant­ 
ages of annexation at a public 
meeting at Loma Verde School. 
# 
Distribution of the “ anti” cir­ 
cular was announced by Mrs. 
Gordon Berg of 218 Calle de la 
Selva in Loma Verde. It argues 
that annexation would increase 
taxes for Loma Verde residents, 
would not improve fire protec­ 
tion. schools, water, sanitation, 
library or post office services— 
none of which is provided by the 
city, and that an election on an­ 
nexation Nov. 3 would cause con­ 
fusion because of the proposal 
for unification of Novato and San 
Jose School Districts being up 
for decision in the same election. 
The “ anti” circular carried 
names of about 40 residents. 
The “ pro” circular was an­ 
nounced by John E. Frederick, 
president of the Loma Verde 
Homeowners Assn.. which initiat­ 
ed the annexation request. 
It shows a map of Novato with 
the proposed annexation sur­ 
rounded on three sides by the 
city. 
It urges annexation to 
make possible participation in 
local government, increase po­ 
lice protection, improve street 
maintenance and cleaning, pro­ 
vide a recreation and park pro­ 
gram, and eliminate confusion 
because of Ignacio and Loma 
Verde being virtually surrounded 
by the city. 
It advocates “ buying into a 
growing community.” 
The Novato City Council last 
night set a time schedule for the 
annexation proceedings. 
The council will meet at noon 
Aug. 7 to receive petitions. These 
must carry signatures of 25 per 
cent of registered voters in the 
areas proposed for annexation 
to qualify the measure for the 
ballot. To block it, anti-annexa­ 
tion petitions would require sig­ 
natures of owners of 51 per cent 
of the assessed valuation to be 
annexed. 
First public hearing on the an­ 
nexation—if the petitions qualify 
—was set for Aug. 28, with sec­ 
ond hearing on Sept. 9.

D eclarer took the first trick 
in dummy with the ace of 
hearts, ruffed a heart, and drew 
trumps with the king and queen.

West naturally led a spade, 
and declarer had to lose two 
spade tricks to East. Down one, 
and since declarer was an ex­ 
pert we must scold him for 
making a bad play. 


Where did South go wrong' 
Decide for yourself before you 
read on. 


DANGEROUS OPPONENT 
South should see that WTest is 
the dangerous opponent because 
a spade lead by West would give 
the defenders the chance to take 
two spade tricks. 


East is not dangerous because 
a spade lead by East would give 
dummy a trick. 


For this reason declarer must 
develop the clubs without giving 
the lead to West. The only sure 
way to do this is to play a low 
heart from dummy at the first 
trick. 


DOESNT MATTER 
E ast's return doesn’t m atter, 
but suppose he returns a heart. 
South discards a club, thus com­ 
pleting the exchange. He gives 
up a heart trick but does not 
lose a club trick. What’s more, 
the h e a rt trick is given up to 
E ast — the safe opponent. 


South draw s trum ps with the 
king and queen, then cashes the 
top clubs and ruffs a club.

Officer Paul Zensius of the 
Marin office of the California 
Highway Patrol is one of the 
local officials who handles com­ 
plaints about abandoned cars.

The Highway Patrol can ar­ 
rest an owner for abandoning his 
car. That is provided by law, 
hut the practical application of 
bringing such a case to court is 
limited.

This would go into a fund to 
provide for hauling away aban­ 
doned cars Since not all cars 
are a problem, the fund could 
provide about $10 as hauimg fee 
for wreckers to pull each aban­ 
doned vehicle to a wrecking 
yard. 
Zensius realizes that it would 
mean more bookkeeping and it 
would have to he done through 
state law. I/»cal agencies have 
no jurisdiction over vehicles. 
W ilsey is not too enthusiastic 
about Zensius’s suggestion. Rut 
he admits that he has no alter­ 
nate to suggest.
